Students  must  carry  at  least 
15  credit  hours  to  be  eligible  for 
either  honor  roll,  according  to 
Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of  stu- 
dents. No  student  may  be  placed 
on  the  honor  roll  if  he  has  a 
record  of  dishonorable  conduct. 

Students  on  the  high  honor  roll 
must  receive  a grade  point  aver- 
age of  at  least  2.8,  and  students 
with  a 2.5  average  will  be  on  the 
regular  honor  roll.

Student  Council  Passes  Amendment, 
Continues  Sponsorship  of  Ring  Week 


Sales  Representative 
Explains  Ring  Prices 


Initiative,  Referendum 
Provisions  Approved 


Legislative  Council  Monday  night  voted  to  con- 
tinue to  sponsor  Ring  Week,  after  a committee  ap- 
pointed to-  investigate  prices  and  quality  of  various 
rings  produced  a representative  of  the  present 
ring  supplier  to  describe  his  company’s  rings  and 
point  out  why  other  rings  were  “inferior.” 

Coy  Miles,  Salt  Lake  City,  representative  of 
O.  C.  Tanner  Co.,  was  invited  to  address  the  council 
after  representatives  at  the  last  meeting  had1  ques- 
tioned practicality  of  selling  one  company’s  rings 
when  others  were  advertised  at  lower  prices. 


An  amendment  adding  initiative  and  referendum 
provisions  to  the  studentbody  constitution  was 
passed  Monday  night  by  Legislative  Council,  after 
it  survived  a motion  for  adjournment  and  was 
amended  twice. 

Proposed  by  Dixie  Robison,  studentbody  first 
vice  president,  the  bill  in  final  form  stated  that  an 
initiative,  action  originated  by  the  studentbody,  or 
a referendum,  action  to  nullify  a bill  passed  by 
Legislative  Council,  may  be  brought  to  a student- 
body  vote  by  a petition  signed'  by  10  per  cent  of  the 
studentbody. 

In  the  case  of  a referen- 
dum, the  petition  must  be 
submitted  to  the  studentbody 
president  within  two  weeks 
after  the  council’s  action  is 
published  in  the  Universe. 
After  petitions  are  submitted, 
the  bills  may  become  law  by 
winning  a majority  of  the  votes 
cast. 

Dixie’s  amendment  was  moved 
to  the  bottom  of  the  agenda  as 
the  council  considered  other  busi- 
ness, but  it  was  given  precedence 
over  a motion  for  adjournment. 

In  original  form,  the  amend- 
ment provided  for  a two-week 
referendum  period  after  the  bill

Miles  pointed  out  that  his  company  had  been 


dealers  for  the  rings,  manufac- 
tured by  a national  engraving 
company,  since  the  week  was  in- 
augurated in  1948,  and  that  they 
have  a 10-year  contract. 

He  pointed  out  that  his  com- 
pany had  invested  $1,500  in  the 
original  dies,  metal  molds  for 
the  rings,  and  so  far  “hasn’t 
made  a penny.”  The  jeweler  re- 
ceives $3  from  each  sale,  but 
small  number  of  ring  orders, 
such  as  last  year’s  70,  dissolve 
all  profits,  he  said. 

He  discounted  possibility  of 
dealing  directly  with  the  manu- 
facturer, and  pointed  out  that 
his  firm  is  the  only . representa-

Student  Living 
“ Coordinated ” 
Off  the  Campus 

Off-campus  houses  with  10  or 
more  student  residents  will  be 
asked  to  select  a “senior  resident” 
to  work  with  the  student  housing 
office  to  coordinate  living  pro- 
grams, it  was  announced  by  Fred 
A.  Schwendiman,  housing  direc- 
tor. 

Housing  officials  explained  the 
program  at  a meeting  Tuesday  to 
40  of  the  prospective  senior  resi- 
dents. These  students  were  sug- 
gested by  landlords  of  the  houses 
included  in  the  program. 

Off-Campus  Code 

Each  of  the  80  landlords  has 
been  asked  to  recommend  one 
student  from  his  house  to  co- 
ordinate landlord-student  prob- 
lems and  to  help  establish  a liv- 
ing code  and  program  for  off- 
campus  students  similar  to  the 
campus  residence  codes. 

Senior  residents  will  attend  reg- 
ular housing  meetings,  and  will 
meet  periodically  with  housing 
officials  to  discuss  student  or 
landlord  problems,  according  to 
housing  officials. 

To  Organize  Duties 

They  will  also  be  expected  to 
organize  household  duties  and  su- 
pervise care  of  property.  They 
will  be  in  charge  of  communica- 
tions between  students  and  fac- 
ulty or  studentbody  officers  and 
will  coordinate  participation  of 
their  group  in  campus  activities. 

Some  representatives  at  the 
meeting  questioned  the  possibili- 
ty of  the  policy  being  interpreted 
as  a “police  action,”  but  housing 
officials  emphasized  that  the  pro- 
gram will  guide  and  aid  students 
in  organizing  their  own  living 
program. 

Restricted  hours  and  the  policy 
of  reporting  moral  or  honor  code 
violations  drew  questions  from  a 
few  of  the  delegates,  until  hous- 
ing officials  explained  that  each 
group  would  draw  up  its  own

Student  Accepts  Chairmanship 
Of  M-Men  Tourney  Activities 
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Find  Out  For  Sure 


Chest  x-rays  of  all  students,  faculty  and  em- 
ployees and  their-  wives  and  childern  over  15, 
are  now  being  scheduled  as  a prelude  to  the  three- 
week  visit  of  Utah’s  mobile  x-ray  unit.  Utah  County 
Commission  is  paying  the  bill  in  this  campaign  to 
combat  the  dreaded  disease. 

Goal  of  the  drive,  which  begins  Monday,  and 
lasts  until  Feb.  18,  is  to  x-ray  approximately  7,800 
persons,  short  and  tall,  thin  and  fat,  puny  and 
powerful — yes,  and  the  one  who  says,  “I  never 
had  a sick  day  in  my  life.” 

Why  is  it  that  even  the  apparently  healthy  are 
asked  to  be  x-rayed?  Tuberculosis  may  have  no 
outward  symptoms  in  its  early  stage.  By  the  time 
symptoms  we  all  recognize  appear — loss  of  weight, 
coughing,  spitting  blood — chances  are  the  disease 
is  in  an  advance  stage,  difficult  to  cure. 


Last  year  three  cases  of  TB  were  detected  at 
BYU.  One  of  the  victims,  unaware  of  his  affliction 
until  it  was  too  late,  died  shortly  afterwards. 

Whatever  the  outcome  of  a person’s  chest 
x-ray,  he  has  nothing  to  lose — everything  to  gain. 
If  his  x-ray  is  clear,  he  will  know  his  lungs  are 
healthy.  If  tuberculosis  is  discovered,  he  knows  he 
can  take  steps  toward  checking  the  disease  before 
his  illness  becomes  more  serious. 

Students  may  register  in  religion,  health  or 
ROTC  classes,  according  to  Dr.  Ariel  Williams. 

The  visit  to  the  mobile  x-ray  unit  will  take  but 
a few  moments  of  your  time.  The  x-ray  is  free, 
and  no  disrobing  is  necessary.  Don’t  wear  any  metal 
zippers,  metal  buttons,  or  have  pens  or  pencils  in 
your  pockets. 

Don’t  be  one  of  the  “apparently  healthy.”  Find 
out  for  sure.

Alter 
a hectic  three  weeks  in  the  Skyline  Conference  race  the  Cats  take  a 
breather  from  conference  play  when  they  go  to  Eugene,  Ore.,  this 
week-end. 

At  least  they  will  probably  get  some  decent  officiating  when  they 
play  in  the  Northern  Pacific  Coast  Conference.  Maybe  it  would  help 
if  the  Skyline  officials  were  forced  to  go  out  of  the  conference  and 
watch  how  other  officials  work  games.  Here  are  some  of  the  things 
you  writer  has  reference  to: 

1.  The  officials  in  Skyline  play  do  not  get  the  proper  positions 
on  the  court  to  call  all  plays  correctly. 

2.  They  appear  to  call  by  guesswork  many  times  on  plays  un- 
der and  around  the  basket. 

3.  Blocking  is  illegal  in  almost  every  conference  in  the  coun- 
try but  the  Skyline.  The  rules  state  that  if  a player  is  stationary 
in  time  for  the  man  with  the  ball  to  go  around,  that  the  man  with 
the  ball  will  be  the  fouling  party  if  contact  is  made.  This  does 
not  seem  to  be  the  case  in  most  of  the  games  seen  so  far  this 
season. 

Unsung 

Though  Coach  Watts  is  having  trouble  with  a slightly  green 
team  at  times,  the  boys  are  really  beginning  to  shape  up  as  front 
line  calibre  and  will  win  more  than  their  share  of  games  before  the 
season  is  finally  over.  It  must  be  a shot  in  the  arm  for  the  coach 
when  he  reads  the  list  of  names  and  finds  the  word  sophomore  or 
junior  after  nearly  every  player.  The  sophomores  and  juniors  are 
split  right  down  the  middle  with  seven  of  each  and  then  we  have  one 
lonely  senior  in  Van  Burgess.  Any  coach  would  be  pleased  to  have  a 
ball  club  playing  the  quality  of  ball  the  Cougars  have  in  their  last 
few  games  and  not  have  to  think  of  losing  them  all  to  graduation. 

Such  players  as  Ed  Pinegar  6’4”  junior  from  Provo,  who  has  been 
a tower  of  defense  in  several  games  as  well  as  a good  point  maker; 
John  Benson,  6’4”,  one  of  the  best  backboard  men  on  the  squad  who 
also  gets  his  share  of  baskets,  is  only  a sophomore;  Lloyd  Rasmus- 
sen, 6’4”,  has  been  playing  a lot  of  forward  for  the  Cougars  this  year 
and  is  getting  better  with  each  game;  and  Dave  Lewis,  who,  when 
he  is  hitting  with  those  two-handers,  causes  grey  hairs  on  opponent 
coaching  staffs.

Coach  Reed  Nilsen’s  grunt  and  groan  squad  will  meet  Utah 
in  the  BYU  fieldhouse  Saturday  at  8 p.m.  So  far  this  year  the 
boys  from  the  Y have  not  lost  and  have  been  putting  on  some 
good  wrestling  for  the  few  people  who  show  up.

Geology  Professors  Present 
TV  Program  on  Utah  Ores 

“Rock  Talk”  will  be  the  subject  of  the  first  television  presenta- 
• tion  of  a series  dramatizing  the  academic  work  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  according  to  Dr.  George  H.  Hansen,  professor  of  geology 
and  geography  and  dean  of  Graduate  School. 

Program  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Hansen  and  J.  Keith  Rigby,  assist- 
ant professor  of  geology.  A ^O-minute  program  will  be  given  over 

KSL-TV,  channel  5,  Sunday  at  

12:30  p.m. 

According  to  Dr.  Hansen,  they 
will  show  geological  specimens  to 
the  public,  including  a core  from 
the  first  oil  well  in  Utah,  uranium 
specimens,  a sandstone  rock  that 
bends,  and  fossilized  bones  of 
pre-historic  creatures  fround  in 
Utah. 

The  end  of  the  program  will 
•feature  uranium.  They  will  pre- 
sent a theory  by  which  they 
think  it  possible  to  predict  where 
to  find  uranium-bearing  ores. 

Programs  had  been  tried  out 
on  a trial  basis  some  months  pre- 
vious, noted  Dr.  Hansen.  Tone  of 
the  program  will  be  informal, 
with  emphasis  placed  on  the  ex- 
hibits and  on  interesting  areas 
of  geology  in  Utah,  he  said.

tive  in  the  state,  and  that  orders 
must  be  placed  through  them. 

In  answer  to  questions  concern- 
ing the  “cheaper”  rings,  Miles 
compared  samples  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  ring  and 
a much  lighter  ring  from  another 
company.  He  assured  students 
that  his  company  would  “make 
much  more  money”  selling  the 
less  expensive  rings,  but  that 
they  wanted  to  furnish  a BYU 
ring  “to  be  proud  of.” 

Prices  quoted  for  the  BYU 
rings  ranged  from  $49.50  for 
large  size,  gold  rings,  to  $31  for 
medium  size  sterling  rings.  Dur- 
ing Ring  Week,  discount  of  $4- 
$11  is  offered. 

Alumni  figured  prominently  in 
discussions  though  no  official  rep- 
resentative was  present.  Miles,  a 
BYU  alumnus,  reminded  council 
members  that  alumni  have  been 
wearing  the  same  ring  since 
1948  and  might  not  approve  a 
style  change. 

Alumni  Association’s  alleged 
plans  to  work  with  the  jewelers, 
printing  and  mailing  ring  bro- 
chures to  the  parents  of  gradu- 
ating seniors,  were  incorporated 
into  the  Ring  Week  motion  by  an 
amendment  proposed  by  Jack 
Zenger,  AMS  president. 

The  motion  to  continue  Ring 
Week,  stated  by  Ralph  Boswell, 
studentbody  second  vice  presi- 
dent, provided  that  the  investi- 
gating committee,  Brooke  Temple 
and  Orval  Skousen,  become  the 
Ring  Week  committee.  Ray  Beck- 
ham, alumni  secretary,  was  added' 
to  the  committee. 

Miles  expressed  hope  that  the 
brochure  and  increased  publicity 
of  the  “quantity  buying”  drive 
would  make  some  profit  possible 
for  his  company.

was  passed  by  legislative  council. 
Orson  Clay,  Delta  Phi  president, 
pointed  out  the  possibility  of  stu- 
dents not  hearing  of  the  coun- 
cil’s action  until  late  in  the  filing 
period,  and  suggested  the  amend- 
ment be  changed  to  read  “after 
publication.” 

Jack  Zenger,  AMS  presi- 
dent, proposed  the  amend- 
ment changing  the  bill  from 
a “majority  of  the  student- 
body”  to  a “majority  of  votes 
cast”  to  pass  initiative  or  ref- 
erendum. He  pointed  out  that 
in  lax  vote  turnouts  officers 
are  often  elected  by  less  than 
a majority  of  the  student- 
body. 

Defending  his  amendment 
against  a suggestion  that  the 
initiative  measures  be  referred 
to  Legislative  Council  rather  than 
to  the  studentbody,  Zenger  coun- 
tered, “Nobody  is  going  to  get 
720  signatures  to  have  it  consid- 
ered by  this  body.” 

In  other  business,  the  council 
voted  to  recruit  a non-voting 
clerk  to  record  all  motions  in 
shorthand  and  read  them  back 
following  discussion.
